The railroads, the traction companies,' and the tele- 


phone companies of the country are asking for in- 
- 


creased rates in order to continue operations. 
These 


applications for the most part have been entirely rea- 
sonable and probably will be granted 
A glance at the 


Interstate Commerce Commission's figures will show 
that the railroads could not keep going if it were not 
for the government guarantee and that they must be 
sustained on liberal terms if they are to renderJhe 
country the service which is badly needed at this time. 
Thev are sure to get an increase in freight rates, as the 
transportation act provides that the commission shall 
"•rant rates high enough to enable -the roads to earn 0% 
tier cent on their property value. 
Figures covering 


the growing traffic of electric railroads show that while 
the population of the country from 1902 to 1917 in- 
creased 32 per cent, the passenger traffic gained lor 
per cent. This utility mu<it be financially fortified if 
it is to survive, for the court records disclose that 
scores of street railway companies cannot be properly 
maintained on the old fare basis. The telephone com- 
panies arc in a similar plight, for the sharp advance in 
operating charges snd the steady rise in supplies make . 
it necessary for them to collect a larger revenue in or- 
der to furnish the service required. All these requests 
w:!l probably be granted for the reason that the steam 
railroads, the traction companies, and the telephone 
companies render what is an absolutely indispensable 
service. They must be made self-sustaining, or go to . 
the wall. 
There are no delusions about the Esch-Cummins bill in Wall 


street. We hope that ihe people of Wisconsin will'not be fooled 
by any evasive, technical defenses invented by Lenroot, Esch, 
Monahan, Randall, Classon,—Wisconsin representatives who 
voted for this measure.
